Viet Buddhist 


LeadersJailed 
For Revolt 


SAIGON (AP> — The former 
mayor of Da Nang. South Viet­ 
nam's second largest city, and 
three army officers were sen­ 
tenced tonight to 10 years im­ 
prisonment for their part in the 
1966 Buddhist rebellion against 
the government. 
Twenty-two other army offi­ 
cers were freed. 


Former Mayor Nguyen Van 
Man and Col. Dam Quang Yeu 
were sentenced to 10 years at 
hard labor, while Col Tran Van 
Mo and Maj. Tran Huu Trai re­ 
ceived 10 years in prison. 


The rebellion was put down 
when former Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky sent troops into Da 
Nang and Hue 
Five generals 
who had moved their troops 
over to the Buddhist side during 
the rebellion later were forced 
into retirement. The only pun­ 
ishment they received for their 
part in the rebellion was 60 days 
imprisonment. Three of those 
generals have since been elect­ 
ed to the new South Vietnamese 
Senate. 
The 
leading 
antigovernment 
Buddhist monks also have not 
been brought to trial.

Y’et to the war in Vietnam, 
and especially its duration, it 
is as vital as the recent battle 
for Dak To in the Vietnamese 
highlands, or the “ McNamara 
Line" at the border of the 
Demilitarized Zone at the 17th 
parallel. 
The North Vietnamese never 
admit their violation of Laotian 
neutrality. We hear of the ba:- 
te only in an occasional com­ 
munique irom Vientiane, ad­ 
ministrative capital of Laos. 


LARGELY, it is fought by 
Americans flying jets from 
Thailand, 
by 
Laotian 
pilots 
flying antiquated. American- 
supplied T28 fighter-bombers 
from Laotian bases at Pakse 
and Savannakhet in Laos, and 
by commando types striking 
occasionally from South Viet­ 
nam. 
Intelligence estimates place 
the number of North Viet­ 
namese troops 
in 
Laos 
at 
anywhere from 14,000 to 25,000 
Of these, some 5.000 are 
believed assigned to guarding 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail and the 
thousands upon thousands of 
coolies assigned to maintaining 
its network of roads and trails 
as an all-weather supply route. 


THE HO CHI MINH Trail 
could be cut by ground forces. 
But to do it would mean the 
U.S. must openly violate the 
Geneva agreement and bring 
Laos into the war. 
To the Ho Chi Minh Trail has 
been added the Sihanouk Trail 
in 
nominally 
neutral 
Cam­ 
bodia. 


For both the United States 
and North Vietnam, and its 
Red Chinese and Soviet allies, 
a principal problem is one of 
logistics. 
And as the 
U.S. 
Seventh 
lieet has cut drastically into 
seaborne supplies s h i p p e d 
directly to the Viet Cong in 
South Vietnam, Cambodia has 
become 
of 
increasing 
im­ 
portance. 
Through 
tiie 
port 
o I 
Sihanoukville on the Gulf of 
Siam, these supplies may find 
their way to the Viet Cong and 


live North Vietnamese by two 
directions, down the Mekong 
River to the south or through 
the capital of Phnom Penh, 
along winding truck trails into 
southern Laos below Attopeu. 
Cambodia had a good rice 
crop last year, and in Cam­ 
bodia the Communists also can 
fulfill much of their food and 
cicthing needs. 


BUT D ESPITE frustrations 
imposed upon theUnited States 
by 
Laotian 
ar.d 
Cambodian 
neutrality, it is not all beer and 


skittles for the Communists. 


Allied 
intelligence 
claims 
that bombing losses are forc­ 
ing the North Vietnamese to 
ship in two bags of rice for 


every one they shipped before. 
Mounting opposition i n s i d e 
Laos is forcing them to take 
over an increasing burden of 
defense of Ho Chi Minh Trail. 
And in Cambodia there is 
always

Prince Sihanouk will change 
his mind about who is going to 
win the war.

We have come to expect

psychologists,

making his rounds? 
The trouble with Santa, it is 


said, is that kids eventually 
learn he isn't real, and they 


learn to distruct their parents 
for pretending he is. 


Well, 
c h i l d r e n 
have 


distrusted parents for all our 
generations, and the thoughtful 
parent 
will 
distrust

children a little bit as well. 
Just enough to keep both sides 
on their toes. 


THE GENERATION battle 
is never won and never abated,

learned that love and kindness 
are as much a part of realiy 
as the baser codes we live by 
the rest of the vear.

! little student. Christmas cards 
still are displayed—but today 
; there are billions of them. For 
postal authorities expect over 
two billion holiday cards to be

Although the Christmas card 
itself is fairly recent, its origin 
can be traced back to the Mid­ 
dle Ages when decorated cards

The first Christmas cards 
were offered for sale in 1840 
and in spite of the fact that the

Off Market 


For Testing 


WASHINGTON (APi - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
has ruled that six drug manu­ 
facturers must take their gener­ 
ic versions of a controversial 
antibiotic off the market until 
tests show their products match 
the performance of the drug’s 
originator. 
The antibiotic chlorampheni­ 
col was until last February sold 
ex clusively by the patent-hold- 
er, Parke-Davis Inc. Then the 
six other firms introduced a 
product that although chemical­ 
ly similar differed in some re­ 
spects. 
including 
cry stalline 
structure. 


The FDA told these firms 
Wednesday their products would 
not be certified for sale until 
tests were submitted on a group 
of 120 volunteers showing levels 
“ which do not differ significant­ 
ly from those of Parke-Davis 


The Pharmaceutical Manufac­ 
turers Association recently cited 
Parke-Davis tests showing that 
firm's product acted differently 
in the body than the lower- 
priced 
chloramphenicol 
pro­ 
duced by its rivals. 
Based on the tests, the asso­ 
ciation 
contended. 
clinical 
eq uivalency is not assured by 
chemical similarity and thus 
Congress should not force the 
use of generic drugs in govern­ 
ment programs.

He laughed: “ I was sitting at home Wednesday 
night when I got a phone call inviting me to play in 
Lima, all expenses paid. Since I'd never been to Peru 
I jumped at the chance. Hopped on a plane and before 
I knew it I was teeing up." 
Asked how many tournaments he would enter 
next year, Cerrudo said: “ Every one I can get in. I'm a 
starving boy and I’ve got to get out there and win some 
money. 
“The secret to winning money is to make the cuts. 
I've made the cuts in all four tournaments so far. But 
I'd like to start better in tournaments.
